NO. 23185-CENTRAL EXCISES 

G.S.R. 118(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 37 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 
1944), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Central Excise Rules, 1944, name¬ 
ly 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Excises 

(3rd Amendment) Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Excise Rules, 1944, in rule 52A,— 

(1) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely :— 

“(1) No excisable goods shall be delivered from a factory 
except under a gate-pass signed by the owner of the 
factory and countersigned by the proper officer. 

Explanation—In this rule, and in any other rule, where 
the term “gate-pass” is used, it shall mean— 

(i) gate-pass in the proper form; or 

(ii) assessee’s own such delivery invoice, chaUan or 
advice or other document of similar nature in 
which all the particulars contained in gate-pass in 
the proper form are also given; or 
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(ui) such Other form as the Collector may in any case 
or class of cases specify.”; 

(2) in sub-rule (4), the words “in respect of factories 
having more than one section from wliich clearances 
take place” shall be omitted.
